whether the totalitarian powers are going to be able 
to establish a “new world order” of their making. 
Between them and a clear field stand Grebt Britain, 
China and Greece. 
If those nations fa ll and there 
are lisome Americans who apparently question their

Men have been appointed to ambassadorial posts 
for many different reasons—friendship, gratitude for 
campaign contributions, desire to get them out of the

obligation and frequently because for one reason or 
other they simply happened to want the Job. 
John O, W inant’s appointment to be ambassador 
to Orc at Britain can be 
explained 
and then in ­ 
adequately on only one of these grounds—his con­ 
tacts. 
It is a symbolic appointment, plainly intended 
to convince British and 
American 
labor 
that the 
United States puts labor’s

men, relatively 
few of whom approach his heroic stature as a force 
able to command unity by the sheer force of their 
prestige in a crippled nation of distraught people.
